DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-1 0, 1 9-23, and 27-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Killion 
6,022,371 discloses a method for preparing an assembly for delivering a stent 
comprising: heating a polymeric cylindrical device which is at a final predetermined 
diameter and wall thickness, wherein the final predetermined diameter and wall 
thickness are substantially the same as the diameter and wall thickness of a stent that 
has been expanded to a final desired diameter at a target site in a tube, duct, or vessel 
of the mammalian subject, wherein the device is mounted on a solid support for 
maintaining the cylindrical device at the final predetermined diameter (Col. 3 II. 39-45), 
and wherein the polymeric device has a wall defining a first open end, a second open 
end, and a channel connecting the first and second open ends (Figs. 3a-3d); forming 
slits, voids, or open spaces in the wall of the polymeric cylindrical device (Col. 3 II. 37- 
39); and mounting the device on an inflatable balloon catheter (Col. 3 II. 61-63). 

However, Killion does not disclose erasing the memory of previous processing of 
the polymeric cylindrical device nor reducing the diameter of the cylindrical device by 
heating the device to a temperature at or slightly above the Tg of the polymer while 
evenly applying pressure on the exterior surface of the wall of the device. 

Neither the prior art of record nor the prior art at large, alone or in combination, 
provide these limitations sufficiently to remedy the deficiencies of Killion and thus the 
claims are allowed.

Response to Amendment 

2. The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 25 June 2009 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 1, 3-10, 19-23, and 27-36 based upon Lafont et al. 5,957,975 
with regards to the step of cooling the device such that it is quenched. 

3. The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 12 December 2008 is insufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1, 3-10, 19-23, and 27-36 based upon Killion 
6,022,371 in view of Lafont et al. 5,957,975 as set forth in the last Office action 
because: the allowable subject matter is not related to the subject matter discussed in 
the above declaration.
